of their worst schemes. These schemes 
were then Just beginning to be hatched 
In great numbers, but in due time they 
w ere enacted Into laws and prepared 
Illinois with tin* proper weights of pub­ 
lic debt and “rag” currency to sink her 
deeper than her neighbors into the 
miseries of financial ruin in 18 37 .

It is tho misfortune of legislatures in 
general, as it was in those days tlie 
peculiar misfortune of the legislature 
of Illinois, to bo beset by a multitude 
of gentlemen engaged in the exclusiv e 
business of “ log rolling."
